Catastrophe Overwhelmed 


City 1U Years After Its

The .story of a disastrous fire 50 


years ago, when the City ot Hope was 
only 10 yeans old, was told Tuesday in 
the "News of Other Days" column of 
the Arkansas Gazelle, the account bo- 
ing as follows:

the fire was discovered at the early 
hour of 7:30 p. m., is urged by many 
as strong proof against it. However 
that may be, Hops has sufcrcd a se- 
vere loss. The fire was beyond control 
when first seen, and in an incredibly 
short time had spread to adjoining 
buildings. It was now thought cer- 
tain that the entire trvn would be 
consumed, and the men began tu move 
their goods on all sides. The din and 
confusion was indescribable. Men and 
women worked like beavers. The main 
efforts were directed towards saving 
Braey & Gibson's brick drug store 
on the north tide of Ebn street, and 
Jones, Bryant & Co.'s brick house on 
the east on Second street. The flames 
were slopped al Ihc latter place, but 
on account of thc'ir walls and a want 
of well directed assistance, Bracy & 
Gibson's house was sacrificed, and it 
was 
thought nothing 
could 
save 


Kcmpncr's brick, which meant tlie de- 
struction of all Front street and per- 
haps Main. Here some excellent work 
was done and many is the man that 
"saved the town." The building was 
saved and the fire was conquered., 
but not until it had consumed over 
seventy thousand hard earned dollars 
of our good friends.

tic Reports 


Peach growers may expect a more 


favorable demand for their crops, it 
was pointed out Monday by horti- 
cuflturists visiting this 
city on a 


special Misouri Pacfiic peach exhibit 
train. 


It was said by Mr. Amstein, Fayette- 


ville horticulturist, that the unfav- 
orable prices from 1925 to 1930 great- 
ly reduced planting in southern states. 
Georgia is reported to have less than 
half of the Elbcrta trees that pro- 
duced peaches in 1925. 


The unusually favorable price from 


1917-1924, when the crops averaged 
$1.78 per bushel, caused heavy plant- 
ings. In fact, 67 per cent of the trees 
in the commercial orchards of the 
South were under five years of age 
in 1925. In 1929 only 27 per cent were 
under five years. Then followed the 
four most disastrous years the south- 
ern peach growers ever experienced. 
Those misfortunes fiu'ther reduced 
orchards. 


Mention was made of the fact that 


the three crop failures in the last four 
years represent 
three 
of the only 


eight times in thirty-five years that 
Arkansas production has fallen below 
a million bushels.

Important to Peace 


Adolf Hitler's statement Tuesday 


was a dramatic reversal of Nazi pol- 
icies as understood in many quarters 
outtidc of Germany. 


From his first organization of the 


German National 
Socialists : Labor 


party in November, 1920, Hitler or his 
lieutenants let it be known that they 
favored a highly-centralized govern- 
ment; and their unceasing attacks 
upon Germany's crumbling war-born 
republic led to the popular belief that 
the Nazis had for one of their ob- 
jectives the restoration of the Kaiser's 
family to the imperial throne'. 


This was feared by the old Allies, 


France, England and the United 
States, as late as 1931, when -Hitler,

Monarchists Helped Him 


Contributing to the early belief that 


Hitler 'aimed to restore the Hohen-

What Should A- Child Weigh for His 


¥carsf Tfourtgstcrs Must Gain 


Consistently as They Grow 


Not so long ago mothers hung over 


weight charts with anxious eyes, es- 
pecially if Johnny or Sue were not 
doing their part to'keep up their av- 
erage hi gaining. 


These charts were, like most inno- 


vations, a good beginning toward the 
new science of computing 
growth. 


But they were not intended to be the 
last word, and they weren't. Neither i 
were they intended to be a worry to j 
the mother who couldn't corn-feed her 
baby to balance the scale when he fell 
short both in pounds and inches of 
being a "standard" child. However, 
they were a real bugaboo in many in- 
stances. Today's charts allow for dif- 
ferences in race and family charac- 
teristics and that is better. 


Standardization- Impossible 


There is ho "standard" child. How 


could there be, with families of every 
race, size and kind under the sun? 
Even so it does not follow always 
that families will resemble each other 
as to physical characteristics either. 
One family I know, a very large fath- 
er and mother with four mammoth 
,pons and tall daughters, produced one 
;ChiI<£. a pretty little .girl who, now 
' full-grown, is not- over four feet ten, 
weighs at-.the most ninety pounds arid 
is as happy and healthy as anybody I 
ever knew. 
Modern charts are more general and 


elastic and-give-"approximate" figures 
ior right development that are a hslp 
rather than a discouragement to the 
parent. 


Boys as a rule are a little taller and 


cent one. 'If a mother discovers one 
of her children to be too far over the 
line, either underweight or over- 
weight, it doesn't necessarily follow 
that everything is wrong, but it might 
be wise to have a doctor check him 
soon so as. to be.sure.
